All this drastic postal rate increase fostered discrimina- 
tion penalizing normal mailers; forcing them to subsidize the "JUNK" 
mailers who can send at the 3 1/2¢ privilege rate while "soaking" us 352. 


To refresh your memory on past history; Ed Sawyer promoted the "CRIMPVILLE 
COMMENTS" at his own expense in 1970. Then he got a budget from the Town 
in 1973 so that the first issue appeared in February until the present. 

He edited each issue with about 2/3 covering history while the remainder 
was miscellaneous offerings of interest. We have since then increased this 
to about 75% on history, local and otherwise. 


By reducing the size of print from larger "masters" we were ‘able to gain 
another third thus increasing the amount of information available in each 
{fssue. We also went to doubling the size to 16 pages to further reduce 
printing cost.
